Water  Supply. 

There  has  been  no  extension  of  supply  of  whter  during  the  year. 
The  supply  has  been  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity. 

Cowsheds  and  Dairies. 

The  coi/shods  and  dairies  have  been  inspect  cd  as  frequently  as 
possible  during  the  year.  The  majority  of  the  buildings  are 
good  and  methods  of  mill:  production  tend  to  improve.  There 
has  been  no  instance  cf  disease  attributed  to  milk  during  the 
year. 

Drainage  and  Sower age. 

There  has  been  no  extensions  cf  sowers  during  the  year. 

Sewering  is  required  in  Arkcndalc,  Br cart on,  Burton  Leonard, 
Concythcrpo,  Kcttlcsing,  Scotton  and  Stainloy.  Extension  of 
sewage  disposal  works  were  made  at  Conoythorpc  and  Hamps- 
thwaitc. 

Public  C loansing. 

Scavenging  is  in  operation  in  six  Parishes,  and  it  is  necessary 
in  the  remaining  Parishes.

There  arc  fifteen  cf  these  on  the  register  and  they  arc  in  a 
satisfactory  condition. 

EASTERN  DIVISION. 


Water  Supply. 

Nearly  the  whole  Eastern  Division  1ms  a  supply  of  water  from  the 
boreholes  at  Mart  on-cum-Gr  aft  on.  This  is  satisfactory  in 
quality  and  quantity.  An  extension  of  the  supply  to  the  remaining 
Parishes  is  very  necessary  and  a  scheme  is  conta.ipla.tcd  to  moot 
this  need. 

Qcmshods  and  Dairios. 

The  oondition  of  the  cowsheds  on  the  whole  is  very  satisfactory 
but  that  Qf  a  small  number  leaves  much  to  be  desired. 

lira  inage  and  Sewerage. 

There  has  been  no  extens ion  of  drainage  or  sewerage  during  the 
year,  but  this  is  very  much  acodcd  in  numerous  Parishes. 

Public  Cleansing, 

Ca.iplctc  scavenging  is  carried  out  in  Boroughbridgc  and  Rood  if  fc. 
Monthly  oollcotions  arc  made  of  Salvage  iniho  othor  Parishes.

There  is  a  shortage  cf  housing  accommodation  for  Rural  Workers .

There  were  54  oases  of  Scarlet  Fever;  39  Y/hooping  Cough; 

4  Diphtheria;  69  lleaslec;  1  Ikysipelas;  6  Phoumonia  and 
none  of  Puerperal  Pyro*cia, 

Diphtheria  Immunisation  is  "being  carried  out  in  the  whole 
area  particularly  in  children  over  cno  yoar  and  under  five, 
Tho  great  majority  of  the  children  over  five  yoars  having 
already  "boon  done. 

Tuberculosis, 

Ten  oa3os  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  wore  notified  during 
tho  year  and  there  wore  four  deaths  from  this  cause.
